New York, Nov. 5.—The fighting 
young Dem ocrat, John Purroy M itchel, 
who was the fusion nom inee for m ayor 
of New York, has been elected by a 
plurality 
of not far 
from 
100,000. 
Judge McCall, the Tam m any nominee, 
having been badly beaten. 
The rest of the fusion city ticket has 
been elected, McAnney for president 
of the board of alderm en, having a 
plurality of about 44,000. 
By this fu­ 
sion victory the Republicans and Pro­ 
gressives will control the board of es­ 
tim ate 
and 
apportionm ent, 
which 
m akes up the city budget, and Tam ­ 
m any Hall will not have a look-in at 
the spending of the money from the 
city treasury. 
This will also m ean 
tha t Tam m any will be frightfully shy 
on patronage. 
W illiam Sulker, found guilty of high 
crim es and m isdem eanors only a few 
days ago, after he was elected gover­ 
nor of New York, has been elected to 
the New York assem bly from the Sixth 
assem bly district by about 2,000. 
Sul- 
zer, in the extravagance of his m ost 
extravagant English, asserted that he 
would carry the district by fully 6,000. 
Some of his enthusiastic friends be­ 
lieved him. 
They also believed that 
he m ight have a chance to he elected 
speaker of the assem bly. 
For that be 
will not have a chance on earth. 
The vote on chief justice and asso­ 
ciate justice of the court of appeals, 
the highest court in New York state, 
is still being counted, and the up-state 
pluralities for the Republican candi­ 
dates, W erner and Hiscock, are not so 
large a t this w riting tha t they cannot 
be overcom e by the D em ocratic m a­ 
jority south of the Bronx. 
C harles S. 
W hitm an, district attorney, is retained, 
by the fusion victory, as public prose­ 
cutor in New York city. 
The low er branch of the New York 
legislature is safely Republican. Aaron 
J. Levy, the Dem ocratic leader ana 
chairm an of the assem bly m anagers 
who im peached Sulzer, has been elect­ 
ed a m unicipal judge. 
Not only the fusion city ticket has 
been elected in New York, but the'en-

penditure of larr.e sum s of money on 
certain types of roads may result al­ 
most in a total w aste. 
A road built of 
m aterials which would be ideal in one 
locality may not serve the purpose a t 
all elsew here, and the money expend­ 
ed may bring scarcely any result in re­ 
ducing the cost of hauling. 
In order to aid farm ers who w ant to 
build their own roads and to assist va­ 
rious com m ittees tha t desire to im ­ 
prove their roads near by. the office of 
public roads of the departm ent of ag­ 
riculture at W ashington has em ployed 
experts to test all m aterials and study 
their usefulness on roads subjected to 
certain traffic conditions. 
In Adv iso ry Ca pa city . 
The office of public roads is acting in 
an advisory capacity to m any states 
and counties, giving a m ost practical 
form of national aid. 
On roads w here 
there is a very hard traffic it has been 
found tha t certain kinds of m aterials 
are better than others, and that, w hile 
one kind of binder m ay not serve the 
purpose a t all. another kind is ideal 
and preserves the road indefinitely. 
Millions of dollars doubtless have 
been w asted in the past because of the 
absence of scientific knowledge which 
is now being obtained. 
T here Is no 
longer any excuse for any com m unity 
building the w rong kind of road, it is 
declared, as the office of public roads 
stands ready to furnish any inform a­ 
tion tha t may be desired as to the 
course tha t should be pursued. 
In 
discussing 
tbe 
new 
scientific 
m ovem ent in road im provem ent Direc­ 
tor Logan W aller Page of the office of 
public roads says: 
“There are tw o w ays In which the 
engineer m ay avail him self of the in­ 
form ation necessary to a proper selec­ 
tion of road m aterial. 
The first and 
only certain one is to m ake an actual 
t service lest on tile m aterial under ob- 
j serration and under the sam e condl- 
! tions of traffic and clim ate to which 
the proposed road will be subjected. 
Metho d Usua lly Impra ctica l. 
•‘This method, however, is im prac­ 
tical except in certain rare instances, 
due te the lapse of tim e which m ust 
e la ps e .before definite results can be 
obtained. 
T he second method is by 
m eans of short tim e laboratory tests 
to approxim ate a s nearly as possible 
the destructive agencies to which the 
m aterial will be subjected on a road, 
supple m e n tin g 
the 
knowledge 
thus 
gained by a study of the results al­ 
ready obtained in practice on m aterial 
of a sim ilar nature.” 
The office of public roads constantly 
uses both methods. 
At I bevy Chase, 
near W ashington, a model road has 
been built in sections m ade of different 
m aterials, w hile in the laboratory of 
the office tests are constantly being 
m ade w ith scientific accuracy to deter­ 
mine the exact value of certain m a­ 
terials under certain traffic conditions.
